PASSPORTS. CHANTILLY* 

'nr^HE following excurfion was undertaken 
for feveral reafons : the firft of which 
was, that though I had been many times in Paris 
before, yet I had not once been there fince 
the Revolution, and I was defirous of feeing 
how far a refidence of a few years in France 
might be pradicable and agreeable ; fecond- 
ly, a Counter-Revolution, or, at leaft, fome 
violent meafures were expelled, and I was 
willing to be there at the time, if poffible ; 
B and 
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and laftly, I wanted to examine the gardens 
near Paris* 

1 muft here premife that I fent for a pafs« 
port from the Secretary of State's office, which 
I knew could do no harm if it did no good, 
thinking I fhould have it for nothing, and ob- 
tained one figned by Lord Grenville, but at 
the fame tinie a demand was made for two 
guineas andjixpence for the feesj now, as I 
have -had pailports from almoft all the Euro- 
pean nations, all and every one of which were 
gratis, I fent the pafs back ; it was however 
immediately returned to me, and I was told 
that, " A paflport is never iffued from that 
office without that fee, even if the party alk- 
ing for it changes his mind." I paid the money; 
and that is all IJhallfsy about the matter. 

Mr. ChawoeKn (the miniikr from France) 
fent me his pafs gratis -, thofe which I after- 
wards received in Paris from Lord Gower, and 
the very effential one from Mr. Petion, were 
likewife gratis. 

That 
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*rhat of' Mr. Chauvelin has at .tlie top i 
fmall engraving of three FleUrsde Lys between . 
two dak branches, furmounted by a crown : 
at the bottom is anotherfmall engraVing, with 
his cypher F. C. it was dated London, 17th 
July, 1792, 4th year of Liberty. 

No pajfpori of any kind is necejfary to enter 
France. At Calaiis one was given to me by 
the magiftrates, mentioning my age, ftature^ 
complexion, &c. and this would have been a 
Sufficient permit for my going out of France by 
fea or by land, if the difturbances in Paris, of 
the loth of Auguft^had not happened^ 

I feinbarked at Dover oh the 25 th July, al 
one in the afternoon ^ and landed at Calais after' 
a pleafarit paflage of three hours and a half. 

1 imriiediately procured a national cockade^ 
which was a filk ribband, with blue, white,' 
and red ftripes j changed twenty guineas for 
forty livreS each, in paper, (the real value is 
not more than twenty- five livres) hired a ca^ 
briolet^ or two wheeled poft-chaife of Dejjin^ 
B a which 
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(which was to take me to Paris, and bring me 
back in a month) for three louis^ors in money, 
bought a poft-book, drank a bottle of Bur- 
gundy, and fet ofFdireftly ioxMarquife (about 
fifteen miles) where I pafled the night. 

The next day, 26th, I proceeded only to 
Abbeville^ and it was ten at night when I got 
there, becaufe a gentleman in the chaife with 
me, and another gentleman and his wife, who 
had not been in France before, and who ac- 
companied us all the way to Paris, wifhed to 
fee Boulogne. We accordingly walked round 
the ramparts, and then went on. 

The 27th we remained a f^w hours at 
Amiens^ and faw the cathedral and the engine 
which fupplies the city with water, called La 
Tour d'Eau. We flept at Breteuil, ^which is 
a paltry town {Bourg.J 

The 28 th. We were five hours occupied

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tory, which has lately been very confiderably 
augmented, by the addition of that of Mr. 
Valmont de Bomare^ who arranged the whole) 
lobferved the fcetus of a whale, about fourteen 
inches long, preferved in fpirits ; and the fkin 
of a wolf fluffed. I faw this identical wolf at 
Montargiiy a palace beyond Fontainebleau, in 
1784, foon after it had been fhot. ^ The carp 
came, as ufual, to be fed by hand. Some of 
them are faid to have been here above a cen- 
tury. As to the gardens, they are well known; 
all that I fhall fay is, that they do not contain a 
fingle curious tree, fhrub, or flower. We 
hired a landau, at the inn, to drive us about 
thefe gardens, and in the evening proceeded to 
St. Denis, which is only a fingle pofl from 
Paris, where we remained, as it would not 
have been fo convenient to feek for a lodging 
there at night. 

The next "day, Sunday 29th, early in the 
morning, we entered Paris, and put up at the 
ffofe/ d'EJpagne, Rue du Colombier, and in the 
evening went to the opcT2L of Corifandre. 

B 3 EXPENCRS* 
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EXPENCES. 

THE whole expences of our jourr 
Calais to Paris was as follows. The 
j6 thirty-four pofts and a half, thelaft of i 
miift be paid double.* The two chaifeswere 
each drawn by two hprfes, at 30 fous per 
horfe, and 20 fous to each poftillion perpoft, is 
35 and a half pofts, at eight livres, is Ltvres 284 
Greafing the wheels and extra grati- 
fications to drivers, about 
The fees for feeing Cbantilly^ includ-p 

ing the hire of a carriage. 
Inns on the road, four days and four 

nights, afeput -^ 200

This, at 40 livres per guinea, amounts to. 
thirteen guineas and a half; to whiph muft be 

added, 

* A pod is about two leagues, or between four and fix miles» 
a$ the pofthoufes are not exaAly at the fame diftance from eacl^ 
Qther. 
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added, for the hire of the two chaifes to Paris, 
three Louis in money, adequate to three pounds 
fterling, which altogether does not amount to 
four guineas each perfon, travelling poft above 
two hundred miles, and faring fumptuouHy on 
the road, drinking Burgundy and Champagne, 
and being as well received at the inns as if the 
expences had been quadrupled. One hot meal 
a day, at three livres a head, one livre for each 
bed, and the wine paid for apart, was the 
cuftomary allowance. After this manner I 
have travelled feveral times all over France, to 
JBourdeaux, Touloufe^ Montpetter^ Mar/eille^ 
Toulon, Hieres, Avignon, Lyon, &c. 

Had the exchange been at par, the expence 
would have been doubled, in Engliflh money ; 
but even then would have been very reafon- 
abk, compared to the coll of a fimilar journey 
in England. 

At Paris I received 42 livres 1 5 ibus for 

each guinea ; fbon after which I was paid 

forty- two livres for every pound fterling which 

I <kew oh London : on my return to Calais I 

B 4 found 
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found the exchange to be forty-four livrcs per 
guinea, and once it was as high as forty-nine* 
This, of courfe, very much injures the trade 
between England and France ; but, for the 
fame reafon, Englifh families refiding in France 
zt prefent, more than double their income, by 
drawing bills on Lqndon for fuch income, and 
it will probably be many years before the ex-^ 
change will be ztpar again.

THE whole way from Calais to Paris the 
Jand was in the higheft ftate of cultivation. 

The fandy foil near the gates of Calais 
^bounded with the Chelidonium Glaucium, or 
common yelbw horned poppy,

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The firfl: vines on this road are about a mile 
on this fide of Breteuil. 

Between St. Juft and Clermont is a naagni- 
ficcnt chateau and garden belonging to the 
ci-devant Due de Fitzjames : this feat has ne- 
ver been defcribed ; it is not ihewn to ftran- 
gers at prefeht, as the proprietor is emigrated. 

' The country all around Cbantilly, confifts 
of cornfields 5 formerly it appeared barren, be- 
caufe theimmenfe quantity of game w^hich in- 
fefted and over-ran if devoured all the crops and 
ruined the farmers, who were fcnt to the gal- 
Ues if they fhot a bird. 

ipaffedthis wayin 1783 and 1784, andfaw 
vaft numbers of pheafants, partridges, and hares 
crofs the road, and feed by the fide of it, as 
tame as poultry in a farm-yard ; butatpre- 
fent this game is all deftroyed; neither are 
there any giore wild boars in the forefl:, which 
is of 7600 acres. Thefe animals ftill inha- 
bit the foreft of Fontainebleau. This forefl 
(which covers almofl four times a;s much 
3 ground 
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l^oisndas that oiCbantilfy)* contains a greater 
number of trees^ of a more enormous fiisse^ than 
I have fecn in any other part of Europe, grow* 
ing amongft rocks and ftones equally remark- 
able for their dimenfions. I know not of any 
parallel to the fablime^beautifuU and to the 
wild and romantic grandeur of the fcenery here 
diipkyedw The landfcapes of Sahator Roja 
appear to have been taken from natural obje£ts» 
fimllar ta thofe^which are here feen. It i&only 
ibrty ndles from Paris, 

In the treafury of the Abbey at St, Denis 
were formerty prcfcrved the Chefs^vmen of 
Charlemagne ; thefc I defcribed in the iirft ro. 
lume oiCkefs^ publiflied in 1787 ; they arc 
now cither Jiolen or Jhayed^^ and will probably 
' never more be heard of. 

AH the horfes (maiiy of which were ftone-» 
horfes) we had occafion to make ufe of along 
this road were very gentle,, and fo were the 
cattle which were feeding on the grafs grow- 
ing 

* It is about five fquare miles, or rather, eight miles in 
length from two to four miles in breadth. 
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ing on the borders of the cornfields, (*with«- 
out any inclofure) which they were 
prevented from entering by a ftring tied to 
their horns, one end of which was fometimes 
held by a child of five or fix years old. The 
people here are very merciful and kind to their 
beafts. I have feen droves of oxen walking 
leifurely through the green markets in the ci- 
ties, fihelling at the vegetables, and driven to 
the flaugHter-houfe by children. There are 
no inilances here of matd oxen, noad dogs, or 
run-away horfes. 

' In every one of the towns between Calais 
and Paris a full-grown tree (generally a poplar) 
has been planted in the market-place, with 
many of its boughs and leaves; thefe laA 
being withered, it makes but a difmal ap- 
pearance ; on the top of this tree or pole is 
a red vsroollen or cotton night-cap, which is 
called the Cap of Liberty^ with ftreamers 
about the pole, of red, blue and white rib- 
bands*

I faw feveral ftatues of faints, both within 
and without the churches (and in Paris like- 
wife) with fimilar caps, and feveral crucifixes 
with the national cockade of ribbands tied to 
the left arm of the image on the crofs, but 
not one with the cockade in its proper place i 
the reafon of which I know not, 

' I was both furprifed and forry to fee the 
Wooden images, many of them as large as the 
Jife,^ on croiTes, painted with the natural co- 
lours, to the amount of perhaps twenty be- 
tween Ca/ais and Paris, ftill fuiFered to re- 
main nuifanqes on the fide of the road. The 
perpendicular of each crofs being feafoned, 
by having been expofed many years to the 
open air, might make a couple of excellent 
pike ftaves ;* but the remainder would, as 
far as I know, be of no other ufe than for 
fuel- : 

Another abfurdity which has not been 
attended to as yet is, that moft of the al- 
manacks, even that which is prefixed to Mr.

Ikdbaufs Account of the Revolution, contains 
againft every day in the year, the name of 
fome faint or other, male or female; fome 
of them martyrs, and others not, others arch- 
angels, angels, arch-bifhops, bifhops, popes/ 
and virgins, to the number of tv/enty-four, 
and of thefe, four were martyrs into the bar- 
gain ; and this at a time when churches are 
felling by auftion and pulling down, when the 
convents are turned into barracks, when there 
is neither monk nor nun to be {ten in the 
kingdom, nor yet any Abbet and when no 
pricft dares appear in any facerdotal garment,* 
or even with any thing which might mark 
him as an ccclefiaftic. It muft however be ac- 
knowledged, that the faints have loft all their 
credit in France, and of courfe fo have the 
Bienheureux^ or BleJJ'ed. In order to arrive at 
faint-hood, the candidate muft firft have died 
en odeur de Sainteti^ which, were it not too 
ludicrous, might be tranflated /melting of 
holimfs ; he was then created a Bienheureu^^ 
and after he had been dead- a century, the 
pope might canonize him ifhepleafed j after 

which 
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which he^ the faints might work miracles 
if he coiild^ or let it alone« ' 

France formerly contained eighteen arch-^f 
bifhopricks^ and one hundred and thirteen 
bifliopricks ; the Arch ones are all abolifhed, 
and likewife forty-feven of the others ; there 
are, however, plenty remaining, no lefs than 
fcventy- three, which includes feven new onesj 
and one in Corfica. 

The churches in Paris are not much fre-* 
quented on the week days, at prefent ; I 
found a few old women on their knees in 
fome of them, hearing 'mafs; and, atthefamef 
time, at the other end of one of thefe churches^ 
commiffaries were fitting and entering the 
names of volunteers for the army. 

The iron rails in the churches which part: 
the choir from the nave, and alfo thofe which 
cncompafsf chapels and tombs, are all ordered 
to be converted into heads for pikes. 



On 
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On Sundays, before the loth of Auguft, 
the churches were ftiU refortcd to, but by no 
means crowded ; I know not whether this 
bei the cafe now. 

All ihtjaurs.de fite^ holidays, are very ju-, 
dicioufly abolifhed, and ]^tvfi(e les jours grasj 
it maigns, (Flefli and meagre day$.) 

All fhops are allowed to be open, and every,, 
trade carried on on Sundays, notwithilanding 
which, few are open excepting thofe where 
provifions are fold ; the inhabitants chafing to 
.have one day's relaxation in feven, to take 
a little £re(h air, and to appear well drefied*

FIELD OF THE FEDERATION. 

BASTILLE. 

THERE is a Wall which encompafles. 
Paris, of about twelve feet high and two 
feet thick, about nine miles long on the 

North 
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North fide, and five on the South fide; this 
was built juft before the Revolution, and was 
intended to prevent goods from being fmug- 
gled into Paris. On the North fide are 
thirty-fix barriers, and on the other fide 
eighteen ; of thefe fifty-four I faw only ten. 
They were intended for the officers of the 
cufl:oms ; at prefent they are ufed as guard- 
rooms. Moft of them are magnificent 
buildings, of white fi:one, fome like temples, 
others like chapels ; feveral of thefe are de- 
fcribed in the new Paris Guides 5 but views 
of none of them have as yet been engraven.* 

A bridge of white fl:one was juft finifhed and 
opened for the pafl^age of carriages ; it was be- 
gun in 1787, it is of five arches, the centre arch 
is ninety-fix feet wide, the two collateral 
ones eighty-feven feet each, and other two 
feventy-eight, each of thefe arches forms 
part of a circle, whofe centre is confiderably 
under the level of the water; it is thrown 

over

to the Palais Bourlwn. 

The Champ de la 'Federation^ formerly 
Champ de Marsy is a field which ferved for 
the excrcifcs of the pupils of the Rc^al Mili- 
tary School; it is a regular parallelogram of 
nine hundred yards long, and three hundred 
yards broad, exclufive of the ditches by 
which it is bounded, and of the quadruple 
rows of trees on each fide ; but if thefe arc 
included the breadth is doubled. At one 
extremity is the magnificent building above- 
mentioned, -f* and the river runs at the foot 
of the others. In this field is formed the 
krgeft Circus in the world, being eight 
hundred yards long and four hundred broad j 
it is bordered by a Hope of forty yards broad, 
C and 

^ In 1788 the fchool was fuppreflcd, the fcfcolars were placed 
in the army, or in country coUegeSi and the building is 
intended, when the neceflary alterations arc completed, 
to be one of the four hofpitals which are to replace that of 
the Hotel'Dieu, This hofpital is in fuch a bad fituation, 
being in the.midft of Paris, that a quarter of the patients 
die. It contains only two thoufand beds ; each of the 
ftur new hofpitals is to contain twelve hundred beds. 
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and of which the higheil part is ten feet above 
the level ground j the lower part is cut into 
thirty rows, gradually elevated above each 
other, and onthefe rows or ridges a hundred and 
fixty thoufand perfons may fit commodioufly; 
the upper part may contain about a hundred 
and fifty thoufand perfons ftanding, of which 
every one may fee equally well what is 
doing in the Circus. The National con- 
federation was firft held here, 14th July, 1790, 
and at that time a wooden bridge was thrown 
on boats over the river for convenience. 

Of the Bajiille nothing remains but the 

foundations j it was demolifhed and levelled 

with the ground in about eleven months i 

the expences at the end of the firft three 

months amounted to about twenty thoufand 

pounds fterling. The materials were fold 

for half that fum, and the nation paid the 

remainder. And on the 14th of July, 1790, the 

anniverfary of the day of its having been taken, 

a long maft was ereded in the middle of 

the plade where it flood, crowned with 

flowers and ribbands, and bearing this fimple

COINS AND TOKENS* 



IN the Hotel de la Monnoye (the Mint) 
1 procured fome new coins. The filver crown 
piece of fix livres has on one fide the king's 
head in profile> round which is Louis XFL 
Roi des Francois ^ 179^1 over this- date \& 
a fmall lion paflant, being a Mint mark. 
The reverfe, is a human figure with an enor- 
mous pair of wings,* holding a book in its 
left hand, which book fefts on an altar, and 
with its other is reprefented as if writing in 
it ; the word Conjiitution is already feen there. 
The figure is naked, except a flight drapery 
on the left arm ; behind the figure is a bun- 
dle of ftslves,like the RomanFafces,furmGunted 
C 2 by 

* There is to tc a new coinage without the king'? profile, and 
it is to be hoped thcfc wings; or rather the whole figur^/ 
will be left out« 
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by the cap of liberty, and behind the altar 
is a cock ftanding on one leg ; the infarip- 
tion is Regne de ia Loi. UAn ^de ia Libertd. 
Befides this, there are two other Mint marks, 
one a fmall lyre, and the other the letter A ; 
at the foot of the altar is Dupre^ the nanie of 
the perfbn who engraved the die ; and on th« 
edge is La Nation^ La Loi, et le Rot\ in Re^ 
lievo. 

There are no new half crowns. Th# 
dies of the new thirty and fifteen fol pieces 
are juft like that of the crown, except that 
their value is ftamped on them 30 Sols, 
1 5 SolSf and that there is no infcription on 
the edge, . 

There are two other coins, made of a fort 
of bell-metal -, one of two Sols, with the king's 
profile; infcription and date like thofe on 
the filver coin, and on the reverfe the Fqfces 
and cap, between two oak branches, and thf 
infcription. La Nation, Le Loi, Le Roi. 
Van \ de la Liberie. 2 ,S. The other of 
half this fize, and with the fame imprefiions, 

except

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csxcept that its value is fpecified thus, 12 D. 
or Demers, equal to one St?/. 

I have not feen any new Louis. No paper 
money or affignats is known in the Mint; 
I bought fome coins here, and paid for them 
in guineas, which are currant for twenty- five 
livres. There are twelve or fourteen mills, 
whkh were, all at work in coining crown 
pieces, and likewife fevcral hammering ma- 
chmes, one of which was coining 2 So/s 
pieces. 

Befides the national coins, feveral tradefmen 
have been permitted to febricate filver and 
copper medals or tokens, for public conve • 
nience, the moflr beautiful of which arc thofe 
of M. Monneron. The largeft is of alnjoft 
pure copper, exaftly of the lize and thicknefs 
of the crown piece ; in an oval is reprefented 
a female figure with a helmet on, fitting on an 
elevated place, on which is Dupre f. (or 
fecit) holding a book, infcribed Conjiitution 
des Franpis 5 at her fide is a (hield with the 
anus of Prance, and at her feet an altar, on 
C 3 on« 
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one fide of which is the profile of the king ; 
feveral foldiers are reprefented extending 
their right arms, as if taking the oath ; at 
top is Pa5ie Federatif', at bottom 14 Juillet, 
1790; round the oval vivre libres ou mourir^ 
which is repealed in one of the banners car- 
ried by a. foldier. On the reverfe, in a circle, 
is Medaille de conjiance de cinq-Jols rembourjabie 
en ajjignats de 50^ et au deffiis. L'An IV. de 
la Liberte ', round this is Monneron Freres 
Negocians a Paris ^ ^79^ ; and on the edge 
is cut Departemens de Paris, Rhone et, Loire. 
Du Gard. 

I have another of thefe pieces, not quite fo 
large nor (o well executed ; one of the fides is 
fimilar to that already defcribed ; on the other 
is Medaille qui fe vend 5 Sols a Paris cbez 
Monneron patenti. UAn IV. de la Liberie. 
Round this is. Revolution Frangaife^ ^79^ i 
and on the edge, Bon pour les 8 3 Departe-- 
mens. I am told this was made at Birming- 
ham.

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The other token of the fame merchant is 
rather larger and thicker than our halfpenny. 
On one fide is a woman fitting, with a ftaflf 
in her right hand with the cap of liberty ; 
t)er left arm leans on a fquare tablet, on 
which are the words. Droits de V Homme, 
ylrtic. K* the fun fhines juft over her head, 
and behind her is a cock perched on half a 
fluted column j round the figure. Liberie fotis 
la Loiy and underneath, UAn III. de la 
LibertL On the reverfe, Medaille de conjiance 
de deux fols a ecbanger contre des ajfignats de 
^o^ et au dejfus. ijgi. Round this the 
merchant's name, as in the firft ; and on the 
edge, Bon pour Bord. MarfeiL Lyon. Rouen. 
Nant. et Strajb.

In this Hotel is the cabinet of the royal 
fchool of mineralogy, which Mr. Le Sage has 
been four and twenty years in forming and 
analyzing ; it is contained in a magnificent 
building, with a dome and gallery almoft cn-» 
tirely of marble.

AT this time there were ten regular thea«- 
tres open every evening. The firft and moft 
ancient of which is the Opera, or Royal Aca- 
demy of Mufic. The old houfe which was in 
the Palais Royal, was burnt in 178 1, and the 
prefent houfe, near St. Martin's Gate, was

The price of admiffion to the 
firft boxes is feven livres ten fous, about fix 
fhillings and eight pence, (or three {hillings 
and four pence as the exchange then was.)

* Thefe ^oifeiwrf5 were made in 1536, and planted with foiir 
rows of trees in 1668 ; thefe beautiful walks are too well 
known to be defer ibed here; they are 2400 Toijes (4800 
yards, or almoft three miles) long. The South Boulevarts 
are planted in the fame manner, werefinifhed in 1 761, and 
«rc 3683 foi/es, or fathom (above four miles) in length. 
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the box price was half a crown. The others 
were rope dancers, and fuch kind of fpedlacles 
as Sadler s WelU^ &c. and the prices were 
from two fhillings down to fixpence. The 
French themfelves, laughing at the great in- 
creafe of their theatres, faid, ** We Ihall 
fhortly have a public Ipedtacle per ftreet, an 
adtor per houfe, a muiician per cellar, and an 
author per garret. 



PANTHEON. JACOBINS. QUAI VOLTAIRE. 
KU£ ROUSSEAU. COI^KADES. 

THE new church of Samte Genevieve was 
begun in lysy i but the building was dit- 
continued during the laft war; in 1784 it 
was refumed, and is at prefent almoft finifhed. 
The whole length of the front is thus infcribed 
ia very large gilt capitals : Aux grands bommes : 
la Patrie reconnoijfante. To great men : their 

grateful 
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grateful country. And over the enfrance: 
Pantbeon Frangais. UAn III de la Liberie. 

As to the fize of Paris, I faw two ve/y 
large plans of that city and of London, on 
the fame fcalc> on which it was laid, that 
Paris covered 5,280,000 fquare T'oifes, and 
London only 3,900,000. A Toi/e is two 
yards ; and from the plan it appealed to be 
near the truth. 

The new" buildings which furround the 
garden of the Palais Royal form a parallelo- 
gram, that for beauty is not to be matched 
in Europe. They confift of fliop«, coffee- 
houfes, mufic rooms, four of which are in 
cellars, taverns, gaming-houfes, &c. and the 
whole fquare is almoft always full of people. 
The fquare is 234 yards in length, and 100 
in breadth ; the portico which furrounds it 
confifts of 1 80 arches. 

The celebrated Jacobins are a club, con- 
fining at prcfent of about 1300 members, anci 
fb called', biecaufe the place of meeting is in 

the 
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the hall which was formerly the library c^ 
the convent of that name, in the Rue St. Ho^ 
nore^ about 300 yards diilant from the Na- 
tional Aflembly. The proper name of th« 
club is. Society of the Friends of the Conftitution. 
There are three or four other focieties of left 
pote. 

The ^ai^ which was formerly called det 
7beatins^ is at prefent named S^ai Voltaire^ 
in honor of that philofbpher, who died thero 
in the houfe of the Marquis de Vilktte^m 1778^ 

The ftrect which was formerly called 
FlatrierCf and in which the general poft- 
pffice is fituated, is called Rue Jean Jaques 
Rouffeau^ in honour of this writer, who refided 
fome time in this ftreet. I found him here in 
1776, and he copied fome mufic for me :' he 
kad no other books at that time than an Eng- 
lifli Rjobinjbn Crufoe and an Italian TaJ/b*s 
Jerufalem. He died ifl: July, 1778, very 
foon after Voltaire, at the country feat of le 
Marquis de Girardiur^ about ten leagues from 
Paris ; and is buried there> in a fmall ifland. 

And 
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And the ftreet which was formerly called 
Cbauffk d*Antin is now named Rue de Mira^ 
heau^ in honour of the late patriot of that 
name. 

The church dei Innocens was pulled down 
in 1786, and the vaft cimetiire (burying 
ground) was filled up. Every night, during 
feveral months, carts were employed in carry- 
ing the bones found there, to other grounds 
out of Paris : it is now a market for vege- | 
tables. Very near this place was a fountain^ 
which is mentioned in letters patent fo long 
ago as 1273. It was rebuilt with extraordi-^ 
nary magnificence in 1550, repaired in 1708, 
and at laft, in 1788, carefiiHy removed to the 
center of the market, where it now ftands. 

The new ^ai de Gejvres was conftrud:ed iit 
1787, and all the fhops which formed a lon^ 
narrow alley for foot paflengers only, were 
deftroyed. 

At riiis time no perfon was permitted to 
walk in any other part of the TiiUeries garden^ 

' than 
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tlian in the terrace of the Fenillans^ which is 
parallel to the Rue Sf. Honoris and under the 
windows of the National AJfembly : the only 
fence to the other part of the garden was a 
blue ribbanfl extended between two chairs* 

Hitherto cockades of filk had been worn* 
the artjlrocrats wore fuch as were of a paler 
blue and red, than thofe worn by the demo^ 
cratSj and the former were 6ven diftinguifhed 
by their carriages, on which a cloud was paint- 
ed upon the arms, which entirely obliterated 
them, (of thefe I faw above thirty in the even- 
m^ promenade y in the Bois de Boulogne \) but 
on the 30th' of July, every perfon was com- 
pelled by the people to wear a linen cockade, 
without any difl:in<Sion in the red and blue 
colours. 



EXECUTION 
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EXECUTION OP TWO CRIMINALS, WITH 
A BEHEADING MACHINE. 

ON the 4th of Augufl a criminal was be* 
headed, in the Place de GrSve. I did not fee 
the execution^ becaufe, as the hour is never 
ipeciiied, I might have waited many hours in 
a crowd, from which there is no extricating 
one's felf. I was there immediately after^ and 
iaw the machine^ which was juft going to be 
taken away. I went into a cofiee--hou(e and 
made a drawing, which is here engraven. It 
is called ia Guillotine, from the name of the 
perfon who firft brought it into ufe in Paris : 
that at Lijle is called le Louifon^ for a fimilar 
reafon. In Englifli it is termed a maiden**

exerted* ^This machine is how deftroyed, but there is 

one of the fame kind, in a toom under the Parliament 
houfe, «t Edinburgh, where it was intfoducfcd by the Re- 
gent Morton,* who took a modef of it ^ he pafled through 
jPalifexi and at length fufifered by it himfelf. It is in fctnl 
of a painters ^af«l, and about ten fecn high : at four feet 
from the bottom is a drofs-bar, on which thfe felon laid hi^ 
Kead^ which was kept down by another placed ^bov^« In 
^he inner edges of the frame arc grooves; in thefe-is placed 
a fiiatp axe^ with a vaft weight of lead, funported at thd 
fummit by a peg \ to that peg Is fattened a corr^^ which t)ie 
executioner cutting, the axe falls^ and beheads the criminal* 
If he was condemned for ftcaling a horfe or a cdw, thef 
ftrlflg was tied to the beaft, which pulled out the peg and

Machines of this kind are at prefect made 
ufeof for executions throughput all France, and 
criminals are put to death in no other majiner.

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The following is the account of an execu- 
tion, which I had from an eye-witnefs. 

The crowd began to aflemble at ten in the 
morning, and waited, expofed to the intenfe 
heat of the fun in the middle of July, till four 

. in the afternoon, when the criminals, a Mar- 
quis and a Prieft, were brought, in two 
coaches ; they were condertiiled for having 

' forged ajjignats. 

The Marquis afcended the fcaffold iirft; 
. Ke was is pale as if he had already been dead, 
and he endeavoured to hide his face, by pul- 
ling his hdir over it ;. there were two execu- 
tioners, dreffed in black, on the fcaiFold, one 
of which immediately tied a plank of about 1 8 
inches broad, and an inch thick, to the body 
of the Marquis, as he flood upright, fafteniog 
it about the arms, the belly, and the legs-; this - 
plank was about four feet long, and came al- 
moft up to his chin \ a prieft who attended, 
then applied a: crucifix to his mouth!, and the 
two executioners direftly laid hin^ on his b^lly 
on the bench, lifted up the upper part of the 
D 2 board 
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board whicfi was to receive his neck, adjuAed 
his head properly, then fliut the board and 
pulled the ftring which is faftened to the peg 
at the tbp of the machine, which lifted tip a 
latch, and down came the axe ; the head was 
off in a moment, and fell into a baflcet which 
was ready to receive it, the executioner took 
it out and held it up by the hair to fhow the 
populace, and then- put it into another baflcet 
along with the body: very little blood had 
iffued as yet. 

Thfe Prieft was now taken out of the coach, 
from which he might have fetn his companion 
fuffcr i the bloody axe was hoifted up and he 
underwent the fame operation exacftly. Each 
of thefe executions laftcd about a minute in all, 
from the moment of the criminal's afcending 
jhe fcaSbld to that of the body's being taken 
away. It was now feen that the body of the 
Marquis made fuch a violent expiration that 
the belly raifed the lid of the baiket it was in, 
and the bipod rufhed out of the great arteries 
in torrents. 

The 
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The windows of the Flac€ de Greve were, 
as ufual on fuch occaiions, filled with ladies.* 
Many perlbns were performing on violins, and 
trumpets, in order to pafs the time away, and 
to relieve the tedioufnefs of expectation, 

I have on feveral other days feen felons fit- 
ting on jftools on this fcaffold, with their hands 
tied, and their arms and bodies faflened to a 
ftake by a girth, bareheaded, with an infcrip- 
tion over their heads, fpecifying their primes 
and punifliment ; they are generally thijs ex- 
pofed during five or fixhours> and then fent to 
prifon, or to the galltes according to the 
fentence. , .

Mrs. Robinfon tells me, that when fhe was at Paris, a few

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VERSAILLES. BOTANV. SOUNDING 
MERIDIANS. 

I went once to Verfailles ; there is hardly 
any thing in the palace but the bare walls, a 
very few of the looking-glafles, tapeftry, and 
large pid:urcs remaining, as it has now been 
near two years uninhabited. I crofled the 
great canal on foot j there was not a drop of 
water in it. 

In' the Menagerie I faw the Rhinoceros, 
which has been 23 years there; there is like- 
wife a lion, with a little dog in the fame den, 
as his companion, and a zebra. 

The coUedtion of orange trees cannot be 
matched in any country where thefe trees do 
not grow naturally ; the number is about fix 
hundred, the largeft trunk is about fifteen 

inches 
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iftches in diameter,, and ^ the age of the moft , 
ancient of thcfe trees exceeds .three cen- 
turies. 

The "Jar din Potager^ or kitchen garden, i$ . 
of fifty acres, divided into about five or fix and 
twenty fmall gardens, of one, two, or three ' 
acres, walled round, both for fhelter to .the 
plants, and for » training fruit trees againft. 
One of thcfe gardens, pf two acres, was entire-^ 
ly allotted to the culture pf melons^ and thefe 
were all pf the warty rock cantalupe kind, and, 
were growing under hand-glafles, in, the man- , 
ner of our l^te cucumbers for pickling. 

The feafon had been fp unfavourable for, 
wall-fruit, that (as the gardener told me) all 
thefe gardens had yielded lefs than a dozen; 
peaches and nedtarines. 

The fruit was fent regularly to the Royal 
Family in Paris. 

There is a botanical garden at the Fetit 
Trianon^ in the park of Verfailles, but the per- ,

I here found the Anaflatica Hierochuniica^ 
or Rofe of "Jericho ^ which I fought for in vain 
for feyet-al years, and advertifed for in the 
Qentlemdns Aiagfl^Wf, for January 1791* and

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ift the newfpapers* Many defcripfions and 
figures of this plant are to be found in old 
Sooksy and the dried plants are frequently to 
be met with. Old Gerard very juftly fays, 
^* The coiner fpoiled the name in the mint> 
for of all plants that have been written of, 
there is not any more unlike unto the rofe.*' 
The annexed figure reprefents a fingle plant i 
it had been tranfplanted into a deep pot, which 
had been filled with earth, fo as to make it ap- 
pear like two plants. The ffalks are fhrubby^ 
the leaves are fllefhy, and of a glaucous or ffea- 
green colour. The corolla confifls of four* 
very fmall white jjctals. Its fciefitific defcrijp- 
tion may be found in Linnaus^. One of the 
Jiticks Is drawn magnified. 

Mr. Thouin pointed out to me a hew and 
very beautiful fpecies of Zinnia, of which the 
flower is twice the fize of that of the common 
fort; and of a deep jiurple colour : a new ver- 
hqfcum, from the Levant ; it was about four 
ftet high, the leaves were almofl as woolly as 

thofe

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thofe of the SMchys lanata^ and terminated in*; 
& point like a fpur-; it had not- yet flowered.

flowers, both purple and white, though fome 
of our nurferymen pretended the flowers were 
never more than double. The ahthetnis ara^ 
bica^ 2l very Angular and pretty annual. A\ 
zinnia by briday which lafl: has not yet been cul-, 
tivated in England. Twenty-two forts of 

medicagQ^

medicago polymprpha^ (/nails and hedgehogs) of 
thefe I had feen only four in England. 

Here was a fmall fingle mofs-rofe plant. In 

a pot, which is the only one I ever faw in 

France. The air is too hot for thofe rofes, 

arid for the fame reafon none of the American 

plants, fuch as the magnolia (tulip tree) kalmia^ 

&c. thrive in France, though kept in pots in 

the fliade and well watered ; the heat of the 

atmofphere dries the trunk of thefe trees. But 

there are many other plants, to the growth of 

which the climate is much more favourable 

than it is in England. In the open part of 

this garden area great number oi bignonia-ca^ 

talpa trees, which were then in -flower, re- 

fembling horfe-chefnut flowers at a diftance, 

but much larger and more beautiful; and 

many nerium oleander trees, in wooden thefts 5 

feveral' of thefe trees are about eight feet high 

and the trunk a foot in diameter \ they were 

then full of flowers of all the forts, fingle and 

double, red and white : thefe are placed in the 

green -houfe in the winter. 
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On a mount in this garden is a meridien 
fonnant [{ound\ugTattidv3Ln) this is an iron mor- 
tar which holds four pounds of gunpowder, it 
is loaded every morning, and exadtly at noon 
the fun difcharges the piece by means of a 
burning glafs, fo placed that the focus at that 
moment fires the powder in the touch-hole. 
The firft meridian that was made of this kind 
is in the garden of the Palais Royal^ at the top 
of one of the houles : I could not fee it, but it 
is thus defcribed in the Farts Guide : ** The 
touch-hole of the cannon is two inches long 
and half a line (the twentieth part of an inch) 
broad, this length is placed in the diredlion of 
the meridian line. Two frari/oms or crofs-^ 
Jiaves placed vertically on a horizontal pla^ie, 
fupport a lens or burning glafs, which,, by 
their means, is fixed according to the fun's 
height monthly, fo as to caufe iht focus to be 
exa<5Hy over the touch^-hole at noon. It is faid 
to have been invented by RoufeauJ* Small 
meridians of this fort are fold in the ihops > 
thefe arc dials ofabout^a footfquare, engraven 
on marble, with a little brafs cannon aad a 
lens.

I vifited ^ apothecaries garden, and alio 
two ^r thr^e nurfery gardens m that neigh- 
bourhood! but found nothing j-emar kable in 
them. 

There are many gardens in the environs 
of Paris which are worthy of notice, but I 
was prevented from feeing them in confe- 
quence of the difturbances here^er men- 
tioned. In the books which defcribe thefe 
places, I find ^the village of Montreuil^fous^le-^ 
Bojs particularly mentioned on account of its 
fertility. In the Ta^/eau de Paris it is faid,

Mouceaux, which belongs to the ci-:den)ant 

Duke of Orleans 'y at the extremity of the 

Jauxbourg du Roule are, it it faid, niagnificent 

hot-houfes, of which I have no recoUeiftion, 

though I was in the garden in 1776. : -There 

is a defcription of thefe gardens in print, Vith 

fixteen copper plates. In , the Luxembouri 

gardens only common annuals were growing, 

^ fuch as marigolds, fun-flowers, &c. probably 

fclf fown; neither were there iij the Tuilerm 

gardens,

In 17^4, M. y. J. de St. Germain^ a nur- 
feryman in the Fauxb'ourg Sf.Antoine^ pub- 
liflied a book in 8vo of 400 pages, entitled 
Manuel des Vegetaux^ or catalogue in Latin 
andPr6rich, of all the known plants, trees, 
and flirubs, in die world, arranged accord- 
ing to the fyftem oi Linnaus i thofe plant^ 
which grow near Paris are particularly fpe- 
cified, and a very copious French index is 
added to the Latin one. The author died 
a few years ago *, the plants were fold, and 
the'nurfery ground is at prefent built upon. 
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DOGS AND CATS. TWO-HEADED BOY. 

LION Dogs and Cats arc common in 
Paris. 

The Kon-dog greatly refcrablcs a lion in 
miniature; the hair of the fore part of it« 
body is long, and curled, and the hinder 
part fliort ; ths nofe is fhort, and the tail is 
long, and tufted at the extremity; the 
fmalleft are little larger than guinea-fwigs, 
thefe are natives of Malta, and are the moft 
valuable j thofe which are produced in France 
are conjliderably larger, and the breed de- 
generates very foon. Their general colour 
is white; they are frequently called Lexicons^ 
whic^ word is derived, not from a didionary, 
but from a French compound word of nearly 
the fame found, defcriptive of one of their 
properties. 

: The lion-cat comes originally from Angora^ 
in S^ria. It is much larger than the com-

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mon cat; its hair is very loiig> efpecially 
about the neck, where it forms a fine rufF, 
of a filvery whitenefs and filky texture, that 
on the tail is three or four inches long ) thefe 
cats frequently fpread their tails on theif 
backs, as fquirrels do. The colour is gcne^ 
rally white, but fometimes light browni 
they do not catch mice. This beautifiil fpecies 
does not degenerate fpeedily, and it appears 
to thrive better in Paris than in any other part 
of Ekirope. The figures of both ihefe animals 
are in Buffotis Natural Hifiory* 

About the Palais Royal peDJbns are £re^ 
quendy found who offer for iale white mice 
in cages ; thefe are pretty litde animals,, tbeiif 
fiir is fnow white, and tlaeir eyes are red aod 
iparkiing. Other perfons carried for fitic 
canary-birds, linnets, and two or three othe^ 
forts of fmall birds, perched on their fingers ) 
theie hvcAs: had been rendered fo tame thid: 
diey did not attempt to fly away.

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with two heads and four arms ; it wa€ then- 
three months old, the two feces were perfectly 
alike, the nofes aquiline, the eyes blue, and 
the countenances pleafing; the two bodies 
were joined together at the cheft, and the 
remainder was juft lik6 that of a common 
male child; one navel, one belly, one penis, 
one anus, and two legs* The two bodies 
were face to face, fo that they could embrace 
and kif§ each other ; in their natural pofition 
they formed an angle of 65 degrees, like the 
letter Y. I remained above an hour with 
this child,, it's mother and the nurfe, and 
iaw it fuck at both breafts at the fame time. 
It was tolerably ilrong, the fkin was very 
loft, and almoft tranfparent, the arms and 
legs were very lean, and the latter were 
crofTed, and appeared incapable of being ex- 
tended voluntarily; fo that if the, child ihould 
live two or three y^ars, which I do not think 
probable, it is not likely it will ever be able 
to walk. One head would laugh while the 
other cried, one head would fleep whilft the 
other was awake ; the infpiration and expira- 
tion of the breath, in each, was alternate, that 

. . is 
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is to fay, one infpired while the other expired ' 
its breath. There was nothing remarkable ' 
in the mother (a peafant's wife) except her 
obftinacy in refufing to difencumber thefe 
two poor heads from a couple of thick quilt- 
ed blue fattin caps with which they had 
dreffed them, and which I endeavoured to 
convince both her and the nurfe would heat 
the heads, fo as to be the means of fliortening 
the child's life, and confequently of curtailing 
the profits arifing from this unique exhi- 
bition. 

To this djefcription an Englifh phyfician, 
who like wife faw it, adds, " It (huft have 
^* had two brains, as motion and fenfation 
^* were equal, and apparently perfect, in each 
" head and cheft, and in all the four arms. 
'* It had two hearts, and two fets of lungs ;. 
** it had alfo two paiTages into the ftomach, 
" but, as was fuppofed, only one fet of ab^, 
^* dpminal vifcera^ as the belly was not larger 
*' than that of a common child of that age 
** ufually is. The hearts and arteries beat 
^* more ftrongly than was cqnfiftent with a

Air, BufFon, in the Supplement to his Na^ 
tural Hiftory, has given the figure and der

One of thcfc WM. calkd the Prh/ati 
Life of the Sluetn^ in two volumes, withobr 
fcene prints. The book itfelf is contemp- 
tible and difgufting, and might as well have 
been called the Wonum of Pleafure.

I found no new deiftical books, the fubjciS:

Since the Revolution, monarchs and courts 
iure not quite fo refpe<9fully mentioned in books 
BB they were formerly.

The number of inhabitants in Paris is com- 
puted at one million, one hundred and thirty 
thoufand, (including one hundred and fifty 

thoufand 
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thoufand ftrangers) two hundred thoufahd of 
which are, through poverty,, exempt from th^ 
poll- tax, and two hundred thoufand others 
areTervants, . 

In 1790 there were in Paris forty-eight 
convents of monks, containing nine hundred 
and nine men ; the amount of their revenue 
was eftimated at. two millions, feven hundred 
and fixty thoufand lives; five abbeys or 
priories, eftimated at fix hundred and twelve 
thoufand livres; feventy-fbur convents of 
nuns, containing two thoufand, two' hundred 
and ninety-two women, their income two 
millions and twenty- eight thoufand livres. 
When to thefe we add the revenue of the

THE common people are in general much 
better clothed than they were before the Re- 
volution, which may^ be afcribed to their not 
being fo grievoufly taxed as they were. Au 
Engliih Gentleman who has gone for many 
years annually from Calais to Paris, remarks, 
that they are almoJfl: as well drefled on work- 
ing days qtt prefent, as they were on Sundays 
and holidays forn;ierly. 

AH thofe ornaments which three years aeo 
were worn of filver, are now of gold. All the 
women of the lower clafs, even thofe who fit 
behind green-ftalls, &c. wear gold ear-rings, 
with large drops, fome of which coft two or 
three louis, and necklaces of the fame. Many 
of the men wear plain gold ear-rings; thofe 
worn by officers and other gentlemen are 
F * ufually 
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ufually as large as a half-crown piece. Even 
children of two years old have fmall gold 
drops in their ears. The general drefs of the 
women is white linen or muflin gowns, large 
caps which cover all their hair, excepting juft 
a fmall triangular piece over the forehead, po- 
matumed, or rather plaiftered and powdered, 
without any hats t neither do they wear any 
flays, but only corfets (waiftcoats or jumps.) 
Tight lacing is not known here, nor yet high 
and narrow heeled fhoes. Becaufe many 
of the ladies ci-devant of quality have emi- 
grated or ran away, and that thofe which re- 
main in Paris, keep within doors, I £aw no 
face that was painted, excepting on the flage. 
Mofl: of the men wear coats made like great- 
coats, or in other words, long great-coats, 
without any coat J this in fine weather and in 
the middle of fummer made them appear to 
me like invalides. There is hardly any poffi- 
bility of diftinguifhing the rank of either ,man 
or woman by their drefs at prefent, or rather, 
there are no ranks, to diflinguifh. 

The 
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The nation in general is much improved iii 
ck^^Hnefs, ahd even in politenefs. The 
French no longer look on every Englifhman as 
a lord, but as their equal* 

The inns on the road from Calais to Parts^ 
are as well furnifhed; and the beds are as clean 
at prefent as almoft any in England. At 
Fiixcourt efpecially, the beds are remarkably 
excellent, the furniture elegant, and there is a 
profufion of marble and of looking-glafles in 
this inn. The plates, diflies, and bafons which 
I faw in cupboards, and on (helves in the kit- 
chen, and which are not in conftarit ufe, were 
all of filver, to which being added the fpoonS 
and forks of the fame metal^ of which the 
landlord poflefles a great number \ the ladies 
and gentlemen who were with me^there^ going 
to and returning from Paris, eftimated the va- 
lue at> perhaps, a thoufand pounds fterling. 
Now, if we allow only half this fum to be the 
value, it is^ notwithftanding^ coniiderable* 
Every irin I entered was well fupplied with 
filver fpoons, of various fizes, and with filver 
four pronged forks ; even thofe petty eating- 
F 2 houfes 
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hQufes in Paris, which were frequented hf 
ibldiecs zadjans-^cukties^ 

There are no beggars to be feen about the 
ftreets in Paris, and when the chaife flopped 
' for freih horfes, only two or three old and in- 
firm people furrounded it and folicited charity, 
whereas formerly the beggars ufed to alTemble 
in hundreds. I did not fee a fingle pair of 
JaSots ( wooden-flioes) in France this time. The 
table of the pea&nts is alfo better fuppUed 
than it was before the revolution. 



mm 
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EXCEPTING the coins whichlpurchafed 
at the mint in Paris, I did not fee a piece of 
gold or filver of any kind } a few hrzfs/o/s and 
two fols were fometimes to be found in the 
cofiee-houfes, and likewife Monnerons tokens. 

The 
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The moft common affignaU or bills are 
thofe of five KnsreSy which are printed on 
fheets ; each flieet containing twenty of fuch 
qffignatSy or a hundred /ivres; they are cut out 
occafionafly, when wanted for change. I do 
not know that there are any of above a thou- 
sand livres. The loweft in value which I faw 
were of five yb/r, and thefe were of parch- 
ment. Thofe of five livres andupwards, have 
the king's portrait ftamped on them, like that 
on the coins. 

. Befides the n2[tiGnz\q^gnats, which are cur- 
rent all over France, every town his its own 
aJfignatSj of and under, but not above five 
Irorts I thefe are only current in fuch town 
and its neighbourhood. 

The ajignats of and above five lii:res arc 
printed on white paper, thofe which are' 
under, are for the convenience of the lower 
ciafs of people, of which few can read, printed 
on different coloured paper according to their 
value ;for inflance, thofe o£ ten /o/s on blue 
F 3 paper. 
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paper, thofe of thirty on red, &c. though thig 
method is not corredlly adhered to. 

I had projedledmanyexcurfions in the neigh- 
bourhood of Paris, which were all put a flop to, 
in confequence of the events of the tenth of 
Auguft, of which I fhall give a true and im- 
partial narrative, carefully avoiding every word 
which may appear to favour either party, and 
writing not as a politician, but as a fpedlator. 

I had written many anecdotes, as well ari- 
ftocratical as democratical, but as I was unable 
properly to authenticate feme of them, and 
that others related to exceiles which were in- 
evitable, during fuch a time of anarchy, I 
thought it not proper to prejudice the mind of 
the public, and have accordingly expunged 
them all. I have only recounted fafts, and 
the readers may form their own opinion. 

Some particulars relative to the maflacre in Au- 
guft, 1 572, are inferted to corroborate the de- 
fcription of the fimilar fituation of Paris, in Au- 
guft, 1 792, though not from fimilar caufes. The 

execrable 
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execrable maflacre abovementioned was com- 
mitted by raging fanatics, cutting the throats 
of their defencelefs fellow-creatures, merely 
for difference in religious opinion. 



BATTLE AND MASSACRE AT THE 
TUILERIE-S. 

ON Thurfday, the 9th of Auguft, the le- 
giflative body completed the general difcontent 
of the people, (which had been raifed the pre- 
ceding day, by the difcharge of every accufa- 
tion againft la Fayette) by appearing to pro- 
trad: the queftion relative to the king's de-^ 
cheance (forfeiture) at a time when there was 
not a moment to lofe, and by not holding any 
aflembly in the evening. 

The fermentation increafed every mmutc, 

in a very alarming manner. The mayor him- 

felf had declared to the reprefentatives of the 

nation, that he could not anfwer for the tran- 

F4 quiility 
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quillity of the city after midnight. Every 
body knew that the peopk intended at that 
hour to ring the alarm-bell; and to go to the 
chateau of the Tuileries^ as it was fufpeded that 
the Royal Family intended to efcape to Rouen, 
and it is faid many trunks were found, pack- 
ed up and ready for taking away, and that 
mvxy carriages were feen that afternoon in 
the court-yard of the' Tuileries. 

At eight in the evening the generaky (a 
fort of beat of drum) was heard in all the 
fciflions, the tocjin was likewife rung, (an 
alarm, by pulling the bells of the churches, ib 
as to caufe the clappers to give redoubled 
ilrokes in very quick time. Some bells were 
ftruck with large hammers.) 

All the fhops were fhut, and alfo moft of 
the great gates of the hotejs; lights were 
placed in almoft every window, and few of the 
inhabitants retired to their repofe : the night 
paffed however without any other diftur- 
bance ; many of the members of the National 
Aflembly were fitting foon after midnights 

4 and 
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PmA th^ others w^re e^peifled. Mr. Petion^ 
the m?yor, had been itpt for by the king, and 
was then in the chateau i the number of 
members neceflary to form a fitting, being 
completed, the tribunes (galJeries) demanded 
and obtained a decree to oblige the chateau to 
releafe its prey, the mayor ; he foon after ap- 
peared at the bar, and from thence went to the 
commune (manfion-houfe.) 

It was now about fix o'clock on Friday 
morning (loth) the people of xh^fattxbourgs 
(fuburbs) efpecially of St. Antoine and St. 
Marcely which are partsed by the river, afiem- 
bled together on the Flace de la Bqfiille^ and 
the crowd was fo great that twenty-five pcr-i 
fons were fquee?:ed to death.* At fcven the 
ftreets were filled with armed citizens, that it 
to fay, "With federates (feled perfonsfent from 
the provinces toa(fift at the Federation^ or con- 
federacyheld Ipil July 14) frcnn Marfeilie^ from 
Bretagne, with national guards, and Parifian 
Jam-^culottes, {without breeches^ thefe people 

have 

* According to the Journal ie la Jeconde kgt/laluref Jeance de la 
wii II Amt. 
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have breeches J but this is the name which has 
been given to the mob.) The arms coniQiled 
of guns, with or without bayonets, piftols, fa- 
bres, fwords, pikes, knives, fcythes, faw^ iron 
crows, wooden billets, in fhort of every thing 
that could be ufed ofFenfively. 

A party of thefe met afalfe patrol of twenty- 
two men, who, of courfe, did not know the 
watch-word. Thefe' were inflantaneoufly 
put to death, their heads cut off and carried 
about the ftreets on pikes (on promena leurs 
fetes fur dis piques.) This happened m la 
Place Vendome I their bodies were ftill lying 
there the next day. Another falfe patrol, con- 
fifting of between two and three hundred 
men, with cannon, wandered all night in the 
neighbourhood of the theatre fratigais : it is 
faid they were to join a detachment from the 
battalion of Henri IV. on the Pont^-neufy to 
cut the throats of Petion and the Marfeillois^ 
who were encamped on the Pont St. Michel 
(the next bridge to the Pont^nuef) which 
caufed the then afting parifli aflemblies to or- 
der an honorary guard of 400 citizens, who 

were 
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were to be anfwerable for the liberty and the 
life ^f that magiftratp, then in the council- 
chamber. Mandate commander-general of 
the National Guard, had affronted M. Petion* 
when he came from the chateau of the TuikrieSf 
to go to the National Aflembly ; he was ar- 
refted and fent to prifon immediately. 

The infurredtion now became general j the 
Place du Carroufel (fquare of the Caroufalsy a 
fquare in the luileries^ fo called from the 
rnagnificent feftival which Lewis XIV; in 
1662, there gave to the queen and the queen- 
mother) was already filled ; the king had not 
been in bed j all the night had probably been 
ipent in combining a plan of defence, if attack- 
ed, or rather of retreat ; fopn after fevcn the 
king, the queen, their two children (the 
dauphin, fdven years old, and his fifter four- 
teen) Princefs Elizabeth, (the queen's fifter, 
about 50 years old) and the Princefs 4^ Lam^ 
balk 9 croiTed the garden of the Tuileries^ which 
was ftill fhut, efcortedby the National Guard, 
and by all the Swifs, and took refuge in the 

National 
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JS^ational AjQcxnbly, when the Swifs retornedtD 
their pofts in the chateau. 

The alarm-bcHs, which were inceflanffy 
riogingf the accounts of the carrying heads 
upon pikes^ and of the march of alcnoft aH 
Paris in arms ; the prefence of the king, thftrw^ 
ing hi.iifelf^ as it were, on the mercy of the 
legtQative body; the fierce and determinate 
looks of the galleries i all thefe things togetfier 
had fuch an efieft on the National AScaahly^ 
diat it immediately decreed the fufpenfion <^ 
Lewis XVI. which decree was recerrcd yn&k 
imiverial applaufe and clapping. 

At this moment a wounded man ruihed in- 
to the Aflembly, crying, " We aw betrsKyed^ 
'^ to arms, to arms, the Swi& are firing on th# 
*^ citizens ; they have already killed a hundred 
•' MarfeiUois,^' 

This was about nine o'clock. The dema« 
erats, that is to fay, the armed citizens, as be- 
forementioned^ had dragged ieveral pieces of 
•annon, &x and four pounders, into the iaroufel 

fquare. 
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(quare, and were aflembled there, on the quak^ 
the bridges^ and neighbouring ftreetSy in im« 
menfe numbers, all armed ; they knew tht 
king was gone to the National Aflembly, and 
came to infift on his decbeauce (forfeiture) or 
refignation of the throne. All the Swifs (£x 
or feven hundred) came oat to them, apd per- 
mitted them to enter into the court-yard of 
the Tuileries, to the number of ten thoufand* 
themfelves ibuiding in the middle^ and whea 
they were peaceably fmoking their pipes and 
drinking their wine, the Swifs turned hack Id 
hack, and fired a volky on diem, by whicbi 
about two hundred were kilkd ;* the womoi. 
and children ran inmiediately into the rivers 
up to their necks, many JGmpimgfixxn the pa* 
rapets and from thebridg^, many were drown- 
ed^ and many were (hot in the water, andon^ 

the

feral were killed* 
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the hzluAndts of the Ponf-royal, from the 
windows of the gallery of the Louvre^ 

The populace now became, as it were, mad, 
they feized on five cannon they found in the 
court yard, and turned them againft the cha- 
teau j they planted fome more cannon on the 
Tont'-royal and in the garden, twenty-two 
pieces in all, and attacked the chateau on three 
fides at once. The Swifs continued their fire, 
and it is faid they fired feven times to the 
people's once ; the Swifs had 36 rounds of 
powder, whereas the people had hardly three of 
four. Expreffes were fent feveral miles to the 
powder-mills, for more ammunition, e^^en as 
fiir as EJfonne, about twenty miles off, on the 
road to Fontainebleau. The people contrived 
however to difcharge their twenty-two can- 
non nine or ten times.* From nine to twelve 
the firing was inceflant ; many waggons and 
carts were cgnftantly employed in carrying 

away

away the dead to a lai-ge excavation, formerly 
a ftone quarry, at the back of the new church 
dela Madeleine de la ville VEveque (part of the 
Fauxbaurg Sf. Han&re, thus called.) 

Soon after noon the Swlfs had exhaufted all 
thqir powder, which the populace perceiving, 
they ftormcd the chateau ^ broke open the 
doors, and put every perfon they found to the 
fword, tumbling the bodies out of the windows 
into the garden, to the amount, it is fuppofed, 
of about two thoufand^ having loft four thou- 
fand on their own fide. Among the flain in 
the chateauy were, it is afferted, about two 
hundred noblemen and three biflwJps : all the 
furniture was deftroyed, the looking-glaffes 
broken, in fliort, nothing left but the bare 
walls. 

Sixty of the Swifs endeavoured to efcapc 
through the gardens, but the horfe (gendarT 
merie nationale) rode round by the ftreet of St. 
Honoriy and met them full butt at. the end of 
the gardens ; the Swifs fired, killed five or fix 
and twenty horfes and about thirty men, and 
5 were 
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were then immediately cut to pieces ; the 
people likewiie put the Swifs porters at the 
fottt^tournant {turning bridge) to deaths as well 
as all they could find in the gardens and elfe- 
where: they then fet fire to all the cafemes 
(barracks) in the caroufel^ and afterwards got 
at the wine in the cellars of the chateau, all 
of which was immediately drank : many x:iti- 
zens were continually briagiog into the Na- 
tional Aflembly jewels, gold, louts d ors^ plate, 
and papers, and many thieves were, as foon 
-as difcovered, inftantly taken to lamp irons 
and hanged by the ropea which fufpend the 
lamps. This timely feverity, jt is fuppofed, 
ikved Paris from an univerfal piU^e, Fifty 
or fixty Swifs were hurried by the populace to 
^the Flace d^\Gr$ve^ and there cut to pieces. 

At about three o'clock in the afternoon 
every thing was tolerably qu^t, and \ ventured 
Out for tlie firft time that day.* 

The

. Although 
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The quahy the bridgfes, the gardens, ^nd 
the immediate fcene of battle were covered 
with bodies, dead, dying, and drunk ; many 
wounded and drunk died in the night; the 
ftreets were filled with carts, carrying away 
the dead, with litters taking the wounded to 
hofpitals 5 with women and children crying 
for the lofs of their relations, with men, wo- 
men, and children walking among and ftriding 
over the dead bodies, in filence, and with ap- 
parent unconcern ; with tropps oi t\it fans^-cu^ 
lottes running about, covered with blood, and 
carrying, at the end of their bayonets, rags of 
the clothes which, they had torn from the bo- 
dies of the dead Swifs, who were left ftark 
naked in the gardens. 

One of thefe fans^culottes was bragging 
that he had killed eight Swifs with his own 
hand. Another was obferved lying wounded, 
all over blood, afleep or drunk, with a gun, 
piftols, a labre, and a hatchet by him.

Although I was not an eye-wltnefsi 1 was however an ear-wit- 
nefs of the engagemest, being only half & milediftant from it. 
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The courage and ferocity of the women 
was this day very confpicuous ; the firft per- 
fon that entered the Tuileries, after the firing 
ce^fed, was a woman, named Teroigne^ (he 
had been very aftive in the riots at Brujfels^ 
a few years ago; (he afterwards was in prifon 
a twelvemonth at Vienna^ and when (he was 
releafed, after the death of the Emperor, 
went to Geneva y which city ihe was fbon 
obliged to leave ; (he then came to Paris^ 
and headed the MarfeiUois\ fhe began by 
cleaving the head of a Swifs, who folicited 
her proteftion, and who was inftantaneoufly 
cut in pieces by her followers. She is agree- 
able in her perfon, which is fmall, and is about 
twenty-eight years of age. 

Many men, and alfo many women, as 
well of the order of Poijfardes (which are a 
clafs almoft of the fame fpecies and rank with 
our fifhwomen, and who are eafily diftinguih- 
ed by their red cotton bibs and aprons) as 
others, ran about the gardens, ripping open 

the 
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the t>ellies, and daftiing but the brains of 
ieveral of the naked dead Swifs.* 

At fix in the evening I faw a troop of 
national guards and fcms-^culottes kill a Swifs 
who was running away^ by cleaving his 
ikull with a dozen fabres at once^ on the 
Pont^royaU and then eaft hini into the river, 
in lefs time than it takes to read this, and 
afterwards walk quietly on; 

The fhdps were fhut all this day^ dild alfd 
the theatres^ . no coaches were about the 
Areets, at leaft not near the place of carnage ; 
the houfes were lighted up, and patrolcs pa- 
raded the ftreets^all night; Not a fingle 
houfc was pillaged;

'^ At the ta|ihg,ot the Bafiijley oh the^day ofwlucfa only 
eighty-three perfons were killed on the fpot, though fifteen died 
afterwards of their ii^ounds,- thefe Poijfardus were likewife foremoll

STATUES^ PULLED DOWN. "NlSW NAMSS. 

THE next day, Saturday, the nth, about 
an hundred Swifs who had not been in the 
palace placed themfelves under the protediion 
of the National Afl^embly. They were fent 
to the Palais Bourbon^ efcorted by the Mar- 
feillois, with Mr. Petion at their head, in 
order to be tried by a court-martial* 

The people were now employed, fome in 
hanging thifeves, others with Mademoifelk 

Heroigne 
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^eroigne on horfeback at theit- head. In pulling 
down the ftatues of the French Kings. 

The :firft was the equeftrian one In bronze 
of Lewis XV. in the fquare of the fame name, 
at the end of the Tuiteries gardens ; this was 
the work of Bouchardorij and was drefted in 
1763. At the corners of the pedeftal were 
the ftatues, alfo In bronze, of ftrength, peace, 
prudence, and juftice, by Pigalle. Many 
fmiths were employed in filing the Iron bars 
within the horfe's legs and feet, which faften- 
ed it to the marble pedeftal, and ih^fans^ 
culottes pulled It down by ropes, and broke It 
to pieces; as likewife the four ftatues above- 
mentioned, the pedeftal, and the new mag- 
nificent baluftrade of white, marble which 
furrounded it. 

The next was the equeftrian ftatiie of Lewis 
XIV. In the Tlace Vendorhej caft In bronze, 
in a fingle piece, by Keller, from the model 
of Glrardon ; twenty men might with eafe 
have fat round a table In the belly of the horfe ; 
it ftood on a pedeftal of white marble of 

thirty 
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thirty feet in height, twenty-four in lehgth, 
and thirteen in breadth. This ftatue cru{he4 
a nian to pieces by falling on him, wHich mufl: 
be attributed to the inexperieQce of the 
pullerS'-dowri. 

The third was a pedeftrian ftatue of Lewk 
XIV. in the Place ViSloirey of lead, gilt, on 
a pedeftal: of white marble ; a pinged figure, 
representing viftory, with one hand placed 
a crown of laurels on his head, and in the 
other held a bundle of palm and olive branches. 
The king was reprefented treading on Cerhrus^ 
and the whole group wag a fingle paft. There 
xf ere formerly four bronze flaves at the cor* 
ners of the pedeftal, each of twelve feet high ^ 
thefe were removed in 1790. Thie whole 
monument was thirty-five feet high, and 
wa§ ereded in 1689, at the expence of the 
puke de la Feuillade^ who like wife left his 
fiuchy to his heirs, on condition that they 
ihould caufe the whole group to . be new gilt 
(eyery jtwienty-five years 5 and vvho was buried 
lender the pedeftal. 



Pn 
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On Sunday the 12th, at ?ibout noon, the 
cqueftrian ftatue, in bronze, of Henry IF. 
which was On the Pont-neufy was pulled 
down; this was eredted in 1635, and was 
the firft of the kind in Paris. The horfe was 
begun at Florence, by Giovanni Bologna^ a 
pupil of Michael Angela y finifhed by Pietro 
TCaccay and fent as a prefent to Mary of Me^ 
dicisy widow of Henry IF. Regent. It was 
fhipped at Leghorn, and the vcflel which 
contained it was loft on the coaft of Norman- 
dy, near Havre de Grace, the horfe remained 
a year in the fea, it was, however, got out and 
fent to Paris in 1 6 14. 

This ftatuc ufed to be the idol of the Pa*. 
ri/iajxsi immediately after the revolution it 
was decorated with the* national cockade; 
during three evenings after the federation, in 
1790, niagnificent feftivals were celebrated 
before itt 

It was broken in many pieces by the fall 5 
the bronze was not half an inch thick, and 

the 
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the hollow part was filled up with brick 
earth. 

The fifth and laft was overthrown in the 
afternoon of the fame day ; it was iituated in 
the Place Royale ; it was an cqueftrian ftatue 
in bronze, of Lewis XIII. on a vaft pedeftal 
of white marble; it was erecSted in 1639. 
The horfe was the work oi Daniel Volterrai 
the figure of the king was by Biard. 

The people were feveral days employed 
in pulling down all the ftatues and bufts of 
kings and queens they could find. On the 
Monday I faw a marble or ftone ftatue, as 
large as the life, tumbled from the top of the 
Hotel de Ville into the Place de GrSve^ at that 
time full of people, by which two men were 
killed, as I was told, and I did not wifh to 
verify the aflcrtion myfelf, but retired. 

They then proceeded to deface and cffiicc 
every crown, tvcryjleur de lis^ every infcrip- 
tion wherein the words king, queen, prince, 
ro^al, or the like, were found. The hotels 

and 
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^nd lodging-houfes were compelled to erafe 
and change their names, that of the Prince 
de Galles muft be called de Galles only ; that 
of Bourbon muft have a new name; a fign 
au lys d'or (the golden lily) was pulled down; 
even billiard tables are no longer noble car 
royal. 

The Font^-royal^ the new bridge of Ir^sw^ix 
XVL the Place des FiSioiresj the Place Royal^ 
the Rue d Artois^ &c. have all new names, 
which, added to the divifion of the kingdom 
into eighty-three departments, abolifhing all 
the ancient noble names o£Bourgogne, Cham^ 
pagncy Provence yLanguedGCfBretagne^Navarre^ 
Normandiey &c. and in their ftead lubftituting 
fuch as thefe ; Am, Aube, Aude, CAer, Creufe^ 
Doubs, Eure, Gard, Gers, Indre, Lot, Orne, 
Sarte, Tarne, Far, &c. which are the names 
of infignificant rivers; to that of Paris into 
forty-eight new fedtions, and 'to all titles be:ig 
likewife abolifhed, make$ it very difficult for 
a ftranger to know any thing about the 
geography of the kingdom, nor what were 

the 
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the ci-devant titles of fuch of. the nobility as 
Aill remain in France, and who are at prcfent 
only known by their femily n»mcs.

BUT to return to thofe ** adHve citizens, 
Vvhom ariftocratic infolehce has ftiled fans- 
culottes, brigand^.''^ 

On Sunday, they dragged a man to the 
HStelde Ville^ before a m^giftrate, to be tried, 
for having ftolen fomething in the Tutleries^ 
as they faid. He was accordingly tried, 
iearched, and nothing being found on him, 
Was acquitted; n' impofte^ faid thefe citizens,

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we muft have his head for all that, for we 
caught him in the afl: of ftealing. They laid 
him on hi§ bapk on the ground, and in the 
^refence of the Judge, who had acquitted 
him, they f^wed off his head in about a quar- 
ter of an hour, with an old notched fcythe, 
and then gave it to the boys to carry about 
pn a pike^, leaving; fhe p^rcafeipthejuftice^

At the corner of almoft every chief ftreet 
is a black marble flab, .inftrted in the wall 
about ten feet high, pn which is cut in large 
Jetters, gilt, Loix et aSies de Vautoriti pub'^ 
lique (laws and adls of the public authority) 
gnd underneath are parted the daily and fome- 
titnes hourly decrees and notices of the Na- 
tional Aflenibly. Qne of thefe acquainted 
the citizens, that Mandat (the former com- 
mander-general of the natipnal guards) ha4 
yefterday undergone the puniihment due to 

his 

9 This is iufertcd on the authority of a lady, a native of the 
French Weft-India ifles, who refided in the fame hotel with me, 
and who, with two gentlemen who attended her, were witnefles 
fo this tranfa&ion, which they ^old to whoever chofe to liften*

During feveral days, after t6e day I pro- 
cured all the Paris newfpapers, about twenty^ 
but all on the fame fide, as the people had 
put the editors of the ariftocratic papers, 
iors ^* efat de parler (prevented their ipeak- 
ing) by beheading one or two of them, and 
deflroying all their prefles. 

They, about this time, hanged two money 
changers (people who gave paper for louis 
d^or, crowns, and guineas) under the idea that 
the money was fent to the emigrants. 

On the Saturday moraing, at feven, I was iri 
the Tuileries gardens ; only thirty-eight dead 
naked bodies were ffiU lying there ; they were 
however covered where decency required j 
Ae people who ftript them on the preceding 
evening, having cut a gafh in the belly, and left 
a bit of the fhirt flicking to the carcafe by 
means of the dried blood. I was told, that 
the body of a lady hadjufl been carried out of 

the 

\ 
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the Carmfel fljuare ; Ihe was the oiily wtanan 
killed, and that probably by. accident* Here. 
I had the pleafure of feeing many beautiful 
ladies (and ugly ones too as I thought) 
walking arm in arm with their male friends, 
though fo early in the morning, and forming 
little groups, occupied in contemplating the 
mangled naked and iHfF caixrafes. 

The fair fex has been equally courageous 
and curious, in former times, in this as well 
as in' other countries 5 and of this we iiteall pro* 
duce a few inftances, as fbllows :

ON the 24th of Auguft, St. Barfholemew's 
day, 1572, the maffacre of the Hugonots or 

Cal- 
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or Calvinifts, began by the murder of 
A6mirdl£!oligm; the fignal was to have been 
^ven at tnidnight ; but Catherine of Medicis, 
jgiotfaer to the then King Charles IX. (who was 
coly two and twenty years of age) ^ baftened 
^iejignal more than an hour^ and endeavoured 
to encourage her fbn^ by quoting a paf&ge 
from a fermon : '* What pity do we not fh&w 
in being cruel ? what cruelty would it not be 
to4iave|H^?'* . 

^ Ift J45*i Wra>caB*s account of this maffacre, 
in his Memoirs of the Kings (^France -ef the 
"Race of Valois^ compiled from all the French 
hiftorians, he fays, Soubife^ covered with 
wounds, after a long and gallant defence, was 
finally put to death under the qtlcen-mother's 
windows. The ladies 'of the court, from a 
favage and horrible curiofity, went to view 
his naked bodj, disfigured and bloody. 

An Itdi^.^ fitik cntaSCoKgni's bead, which 
was prefented to Catherine ofMedicis. ThcS po-- 
pt^l^ce tfa^ esdiaoiled all their brutal ^nd qn* 
i^eftrained fury on the trunk. They cut oiF the 
b<Wi^s, after which it was left on a dunghill y 

in 
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in the aftcmooh they took it* up again, drag-' 
ged it three days in the dirt, then oh the' 
banks of thciS^w^, aridlaffly caitied it toMmt^ 
faucon (an cminfence between the Fauxbourg 
St. Martin stnd the T^^, on which' 4hey 
crefted a galiox^s,) Iti^is'hcrc hun^ by 
the feet with an iron chain, and a fire lightedF 
under it, with which it was half roafted. In 
this fituation the Kkig and feVerdl of* the 
courtiers went t<i furvey it, THcfe remains were* 
at length taken down privrately in the night, 
and micTvtiuChantiSyJ* ^^ 

** During feven days the maffitcre did 'xiot 
ceafe, though its extreme fury ipent itfelf in 

thetwofirft/'

'* Every enormity, every profenation, every- 
atrocious crime, which zeal, revenge, and cruel 
policy are capable of influencing mankind to 
commit, ftain the dreadful regifters of this 
unhappy period. More thaft five thoufiindi 
pcrfons of all ranks periflied by various ^- 
cies of deaths. The Seine was loaded with 
Carcafes floating on it; and Charles fed his* 

eyea 
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(tyes from the windows of the Louvre, with 
this unnatural and abominable ipedbicle of 
horror. A butcher who entered the palace 
during the heat of the mafTacre, boailed to 
his Sovereign, baring his bloody arm, that he 
himfelf, had diipatched an hundred and 
fifty." 

** Catherine ofMedicisi the prefiding demon, 
who Mattered deflruifHon in ib many fhapes, 
was not melted into pity at the view of fuch 
complicated and extenfive mifery ; fhe gazed 
with favage fatisfadion on the head of Coligni 
which was brought her/* 

«SWZ^ only nightly mentions- this maflacre^ 
of which he was notwithftanding an eye-wit- 
jieis, becaule ,Jxe was but twelve years of age. 

Mezeray gives the moft drcumftantial ac- 
count of it ; he fays, " The Ilreets were 
paved with dead or dying bodies, the partes^ 
cocbiresj (great gates of the hotels) were flop- 
ped up with them, there were heaps of them 
in the public fquares, the ftreet-kcnnels over- 
6 flowed * 
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flowfcd with blood, which ran guihihg into the 
riven Six hundred houfes were pillaged at 
different timfes, and four thousand peribns wer* 
inaflacred with all the inhumanity and all the 
tumult than cin h6 iniagined/' 

** Amon^ the flain was Charles de ^elletie 
Pontivy^ likewifc called aS^^^j/^, becaufehe had 
married Catherhiey only daughter and heirefs of 
yean de Partenay Baron de Soubife : this Lady 
had entered an adion againft hith for impo- 
tence; His naked dead body being among 
others dragged before the Louvre, there were 
ladies curious enough to examine leifurely, if 
they could difeover the.caufe of the marks of 
the defect of which he had been aceufed/' 

Brantoniey in his memoirs of Cbdrlei IX. 
fays, ** As foen as it was day the king look- 
ed out of the window, and feeihg that many 
jieople were running away iri the fauxbourg 
St. Germain, he took a large hiintiiig arque^ 
Bufe, and flidt at them many times, but in 
vain, for the gun did not carry fo fer** He 

a took 

f The king Was (hooting &om the Lmm^ aiid the Tauxhovrg 
Sfi GthnM is on the other fide of the river. 
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took' great pleafure in feeing floating in the 
river, under his wi(dows, more than four 
thoufand dead bodies." 

A French writer, Mr^ du Laure^ in a De- 
scription of Paris, juftpubliflied,fays, "About 
thirty thoufand peribns were killed on that 
tiight in Paris and in the country; few of the 
citizens but were either aflaflins or aflTaflinated. 
Ambition, the hatred of the great, of a woman, 
the feeblenefs and cruelty of a king, the fpirit 
of party, the fanaticifin of the people, animated 
thofe fcenes of horror, which do not dcpofefo 
much againft the French nation, at that time 
governed by ftrarigers, as againft the piflions 
of the great, and the ill-direaed zeal of the 
religion of an ignorant populace."

I was ih Pom in 1^68, and then^ and at 
various times fincc have b6cn affiirdi by eye-witnefles, that al* 
mok ail the windows of the fquare where the execution was per-* 
ibnned were hired by ladies, at ftom two to ten louis each* 

Mr. Thickneflc in his *• Tear'sjoutiiey thtoUgh France attS Part 
qf Spaiftf* in a letter dated Dijorif in Burgundy ^ 1776^ mentions a 
man whom he faw broke alive on the wheel by^ *^ dieezecutbner 
and his mother^ who affifted at this hcM^id bti6ne&i tkefe both 
tsemed to enjoy the deadly ofEce.*^ 

I have formerly given an account of the Spanifii ladies 0tt« 
|0Tifi( the barbarities of the bttU-fights« 
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yards diftance, and I was told that fome of the 
women who were fpedbatprs took out an arm 
or a leg that was broiling» to tafte : this I did 
not fee, but I fee no reafon for not believing it. 

On the afternoon of this day» the cofTee- 
houfes were, as ufual, filled with idle people, 
who amufed themfelves with playing at the 
baby-game oi domino. 

No coaches cxctpt^fiacres (hackney-coaches) 
were, now to be feen about the flreets ; the 
theatres continued on the following mornings 
to advertife their performances, and in the af- 
ternoon frefli advertifements were pafled over 
thele, faying, there would be reldcbe autbeatre 
(refpite, intermiflion.) A few days after, fbme 
of the theatres adyertifed to perform for the 
benefit of the famiKes of the Hain, but few 
perfons attended the reprefentation, through 
fear i becaufe the fans^culottes talked of pul- 
ling dowa all the theatres, which, they faid, 
gataient les maursi (corrupted tlie morals) of 
the people. 

Ever 
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Ever fincc the loth, 1 knew the barriers had 
been guarded, to prevent any 'perfon from 
leaving Paris, but I now was informed that 
that had been the cafe, three days previous to 
that day, which may feem to imply that fome 
apprehcnfions were formed, that violent mea- 
fures would take place fomewhere. 

About this time the officers were obMged by 
tht fam-cukftes to wear worfted inftead of 
gold or fi|ver flioulder-knots ; and no more 
cloudy carriages were tp be fcen in the 
ilrcets. 

Portraits of the king, with the body of a 
hog, and of the queen, with that of a tygrefs 
were engraven and publicly fold. A book 
was publiflied, entitled. Crimes of Louis XVI. 
the author of which advertifed that he was 
then printing a book of the Crimes of the Popes ^ 
after which he intended to publifh the crimes 
of all the potentates in Europe. 

As I could not get out of Paris, to make 

any little excurfions to nurfery and other gar- 

H3 den5,i 
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den*, to Vineenhes^ to Montr euil^ and as the in- 
habitants of Paris were too much alarmed to 
rjctain^any rclifh for fociety, (public places out 
of the queftion,) I was defirous of getting away 
as ibon as ppflible, and applied firfl to the 
ufual officers for a pafs, which was irefufed. 
That of Lord Gower (the ambafladpr) was at 
this time of no ufe, but it became fo after- 
wards, a$ fhaU be mcQtionedL 

On the Monday (13th Auguft) I wrote a 
letter of about ten lines to the Prefident of the 
National Aflembly, foliciting a pafs. This I 
parried myfelf, and fent it in by one of the 
jclerk§. The Prefident immediately rea4 the 
letter, and the Aflembly decreed a pafs jfor mej 
but the ne:^t day> when I applied for it to the 
fomif^ de furveillance^ (committee of inlpec- 
Jion) it, or they, kiiew nothing of the matter* 
J, then went to the tnafrie (piayoraJty ^oufej 
f>ut ii> yajlnp 

Here an officer of the national guard who 
had been prefent during the whole of the bat- 
tle of the joth, faid to me^ '^* La jourrtei ^

€ti un feu forte ^ nous avons eu pius de quinze 
cens des notres de tu^s,* (the day was rathei^ 
warm ; we have had more than fifteen hun- 
dred of our own people killed.) This was 
confirmed by many more of the officers there/ 
with whom I had a quarter of an hour's con- 
veriation, and they all eftimated the number of 
tlie flain at above fix thoufand, which may 
probably be accounted for in the following' 
manner, but a demonftration'is impoffible. 

Some aflfert that there were eight hundred 
Swifs fbldiers in the chateau of the Tuileries% 
others but five hundred : let us take the me- 
dium of fix hundred and fifty. They had, as 
every one allows, fix and thirty charges each, 
and they fired till their ammunition was ex- 
pended. This makes above three and twenty 
thoufand fhot, every one of which muft hav^- 
taken place, on'a mob as thick as hailftones af- 
ter a fhower : but allowing for the Swifs them-i 
felves, who were killed during the engage-* 
ment, which diminifhes the number of fhot,^ 
and then allowing likewife, that of two thou-* 
land perfons who were in the palace, we here 
H4 fay 
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fey nothing of the remaining thirteen or four* 
teen hundred, raoft of whom were firing aa 
well as they cpuldi perhaps it may not ap-f 
pear exaggerated to fay, thgt put of above 
twenty thoufand fhot, four thoufand muft 
have taken place mortally ; and this includes 
the fifteen hundred of the national guard, which 
lyere cert^in/y kno\yp to be ipifSng. Of the 
other two thoufand fiye hundred flain, the 
number could npt io correftjy be ^fcert^ined, 
as they confifted of citizens without regimen-r 
tals or uniform, and oi fans^culottes^ none of 
whom were regiftered. All the per|bns in the 
palace were kiljed ; of thefe, few, if any, were 
taken 4way imnjicdiateiy, i^diereas when any of 
the adverfe party were killed, there were peo- 
ple enough who were gl^d of the opportunity 
pf efcaping fropi this fl^ughter, by carrying 
9way the corpfp. We pitift then refleft on 
the number of waggons and carts employed all 
mght \xx the lame pfiices, and then we fliall fee 
great rejifbh to double the number of the flain, 
^s bgs been done ip various pviblication?.

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No idea of this number could be formed by 
feeing the field of battle, b6caufefeveral bodies 
were there lying in heaps, and of the others 
not above two or three could be feeii at a 
time, as the ftreets were after the engagement 
filled with fpedators, who walked among and 
over the carcafes. 

Of die feelings of thefe fpeftators, I judge 
by my own 3 I mighjt perhaps have difliked 
feeing a fingle dead body, but the great num-« 
ber immediately recoi^cil^d pie to the fight* 



BREECHES. PIKES. NECESSARY PASS- 
PORTS* 

ANOTHER particular relative to the* 

Jans'-cubttes is their ftandard, being an old pair 

of breeches, which they carry on the top of a 

pike, thruft through the waiftband: the 

poifardes like wife ufe the fame llandard, 

though 
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though it fo happened that I never faw it« On 
tht memorable 20 th of June laft, a pike-man 
got on the top of the Tuilcries, where he 
waved the eniign^ or rather (hook the breeches 
to the populace. 

The pike-ftaves for the army are c£ diffe«^ 
rent lengths 5 of fix, nine, and twelve feet : 
by this means three ranks of pike^bearers tan 
tife their arms at once, with the points of the 
^ee rows of pikes evenly extended. 

The letter which I had written to the Prc- 
iident, notwithftanding its eventual illfuccefs, 
caufed feveral Englifli perfons jointly to write 
a fomewhat fimilar letter; in which, after hav- 
ing reprefented that their wives and children 
wanted them, they faid, they hoped their reafohs 
would appear vraufemhlahlesy or have thefem- 
blance of truth. The Ailembly on hearing 
fhis burfl into a lau^h, and pafTed on to the 
ordfer of the day, 

' On the 16th I carHed a paflport from Lord 

Gower to the office of Mr. le Brun^ the mini-

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fter for foreign afFabs j here I was told to leavte 
it, and I jfhould have another in its ftcad the 
next day. The next day I applied for it, and 
was told, ho paflports could be delivered. 

The matter now appeared to me to become 
ferious, as the courier who had carried the ac- 
count of the affair of the loth to London wa? 
not yet returned, and that rumours werp 
fpread, that the Englifh in Paris were almoii 
all grands Jeigneurs & arifiocrates ; fo that I 
faw only two probable means of fafety ; one of 
which was, to draw up a petition to the Na- 
tional Aflembly, in behalf of all the Britifli 
fubjedls, to get it figned by as many as I could 
find, and who might chufe to lign it, ^nd to 
carry it to the Affembly in a finall body, 
which might have been the means of procuring 
a pafs ; and in cafe this was refufed, the other 
plan would have been for all the Britiih to 
have incorpoftted themfelves into a Legion 
Britanntqtiey and offered their fervices accord- 
ing, to the exigence of the cafe.* This peti- 
tion

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tion was accordingly, on the I'Sth, drawn up 
by a member of the Englifh Parliament; 
tranilated into French, and carried about to be 
figned; when at the bankers we fortunately 
met with a perfon who informed ys, that our 
pafles were ready at the moment, at Mr. he 
Brim's : thither we went y I obtained my 
pafs at two o'clock afternoon, the petition w^s 
torn and given to the winds ; I took a hackney 
coach that inftant, to carry me to the Pojie aux 
cbevaux, ordered the horfes, and before three I 
was out of the barriers of Pari§.

There are few, if any, tables d'hote (ordina-- 
ries) in Paris at prefent, except at the inns. 
I have not feen any for many years, becaufe 
the hour of dining at them is about one 
o'clock, and that is cuilomary to be ferved in 
thoie coffee-houfes which are kept by rf- 
jfiaurateurs^xA traiteurs (cooks) after the £ng- 
li^i manner, at fmall tables, and there are bills 
of fare, with the prices of the article^ n[iarked. 
The moft celebrated of thefe houfes is called 
la Haverne de Londres^ m the garden of the 
Palais-^Royal I here are large public rooms, 
and alio nuny fmall ones, and a bill of fare 
printed on a folio fheet, containing almoft 
every ibrt of provifipn, (carp, eels, and piqJded 
falmon are the only fifh I have ictn there.) 
An Englishman may here have his beef^fteak, 
plum-pudding, Chefhire cheefe, porter and 
punch juft as in London, and at about the

Witnefs the taking o£ the BaJHUe in a fingle 
day, which had formerly withftood the fiege 
of a whole araiy during three and twenty 
days.

I have been frequently told by perfons in 
England, that a regular: and diicipHned army 
may eafily crufh a herd of raw and inexpe- 
rienced rabble, fuch as they fuppofed the 
French Wi^e, although U^ tksies more cu-- 
mcrous. This may poffibly be the event 
in fmall numbers, but if we ftate the cafe 
with lar^ niunbers, for inftance £j^ thou^ 
fand men of the gfeafteft courage, and of tlie 
piioft perfe<9: difcipline, and who are lighting 
for pay, without any perfonal motive, agaaiflb 
five hundred thou^uid men, whom we fhall 
fuppofe utterly ignorant of the art of war, 
but who conceive they are fighting for their 
liberty and their country, for their femtiifis 

and 
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and their property, and then refleft on the 
courage and bravery of thefe very men, on 
their impetuofity, their acbarnement^ or def- 
perate violence in fight, which may be com-^ 
pared to the irrefiftible force of water-lpouts, 
and of whirlwinds, it may not appear top 
partial to conjedure, that fuch perfons may 
perceive, fome little reafon for fulpending, 
if not for altering, their opinion,* ^d may 

now 

* I faw many thoufands of thefc men (from my windows) 
on their way to the TmltrUSf early on the Friday morning; 
their mardi was at the rate of perhaps five miles an hour, without 
running or looking afide ; and this was the pace they ufed when 
they carried heads upon pikes, and when they were in purfuit 
of important bufinefs, rulhing along the ftreets like a torrent^ 
and attending wholly and folely to the objed they had in view. 
On fuch occafionsy when I faw them approaching, I turned into 
fome crois ftreet till they were pafled, not that I had any thing 
to apprehend, but the being fwept along with the crowd, and 
^rhaps trampled upon. I cannot exprefs what I felt on feeing; 
fuch immenfe bodies of men fo vigoroufly adluated by the 
fame principle. I faw alfo many thoufands of volunteers go^ 
ing to join the armies at thfe frontiers, marching along ithe 
Baukvarts^ almoft at the &me pace, accompanied as far as th^ 
Barriers by their women, who were carrying that mufkets for 
d!iem ; fome with large faufages, pieces of cold meat, and 
loaves of bread, ftuck on the bayonets, and all laughing, or 
finging {a ira, . 

The French writers themfclvcs fay, " In all popular com^ 
motions the women have always {hown the greateft boldnefs.** 
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now eftimate th? degree of danger this na* 
"tjon may apprehend from the attacks of ex- 
traneous powers, ^ro%fide4 ks own people are

(page 14) I upaccountably omitted the ten 
metropolitan fees, which are thofe of Paris, 
Lyon, Bourdeauoc, Rouen, Reims, Befangon, 
Bourges, Rennes, Aix and Touloufei Thus 
there are eighty-three bifhopricks, or one for 
each department.

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After what is £ud (in page 89) relative to 
the diviilon of the country^ there /houl4» in 
justice, be added : ^ To the con£uied medley 
oi Bailiwicks^ Senefcbal-jurtfdiSiions^ EieBsonsp 
Generalities, Diocefes, Parliaments, Govern^ 
mentSy &c. there fucceeded a, fimple and 
uniform divifion j there were no longer any 
provinces, but only one family, one nation : 
France was the nation of eighty-three de- 
partments/* Notwitkftanding diis, I regret 
the ancient names of the provinces. The 
old Atlas oi¥rznc^ is become ufelefs, as the 
whole of its geography is altered. The 
land is at prefent divided into nine regions^ 
aad each of thefe into nine departments ^ 
Paris and the country about ten miles around 
(24 fquare leagues) forms One, and the ifland 
of C^;^(fl^ another department. In the mo- 
dern -^//^x, after every new name, is put 
ci^vant, and then the old name, thus : 
Region du Levant, departement de la cote d^or, 
cir-itvant Bourgogne. I called one day, after 
diijiiiig in. a, cavern, for a bpttle of wine of 
the Departement de V Aube, Region des Sources, 
the landlord confulted his Atlas, and then

man's head, carried it about the ibreets on a 
pike^ a la mode de Faris^ caught and eat moft 
of the carp which had been fwimming in 
the ponds which furroond the palace above 
a hundred years, were then in. the ftables 
and intended to retura to Paris die next day. 
They did no other damage to die building 
ths»i breaking the Condi arms^ which were 
carved in ftone* 

The night of the next day we pafied at 
Flixcourty and that of the Monday at the 
Pofl*houie» at die foot of the hiU on which 
Boulogne is fituatcd. 

On Tuefday the 21 ft we arrived at Calais 
in the morning ; the wind was fo violent and 
unfavorable that we were detained here till 
the 24th, when we failed, and had a paflage 
o( fevcn hours to Dover.

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^herc was nothing to remark on the road 
from Paris to Calais^ except that the har* 
vefl \^as not yet got in^ for want of hands^ 
that the com was lodged^ and lowing itfelf 
again 5 that every perfon and thing was as 
quiet as if nothing had happened in Paris^ and 
that no one knew the particulars oi what bad 
happened. 

At Calais many perlons wore trowfers^ 
after the fafhion of the Sans^culottis.
